HEAD CLEARANCE 

Who can think of a worse 
one than to be walking along 
the street- and have a_ hat 
come into violent contact with 
the supporting rod of a store 
awning or to have the little 
frills or whatever it is they call 
the decorations on the awning 
constantly flapping in your 
face? 1 

Yet that is the condition in 
which any person ef average 
height will encounter’ while 
walking down. Macdonald avenue. 
We feel sorry for the real tall 
fellows for they must have an 
awful. time navigating down 
our main thoroughfare. 

Merchants of course have a 
right to protect their goods 
from the burning rays of the 
sun, but we believe that it 
should be practiced in modera- 
tion. : 

It is a known fact that awn- 
ings along Macdonald avenue 
are below six feet. Not one or 
two, but. qa number of: them. 
Whether this is laxness, on the 
part of the responsible parties 
or a lack of interest fn the 
comfort and safety of their fel- 
low man, is not known. 

We believe that there is a 
city ordinance governing the 
distance’ that an awning must 
be from the pavement, Either 
this distance as set forth in the 
ordinance is not great or the 
law is not being enforced, 

Regardless of the law our at- 
tention was attracted to this 
nuisance which we have been 
putting up with for some time 
ourselves (and we don't touch 
the six foot mark) by a man 
standing on the street corner 
who had just been distracted 
from making a purchase in a 
store because the awning in 
front of the establishment had 
knocked his hat down over 
his eyes, and he isn’t going 
back there to make his pur- 
chase. Merchants who are over 
zealous in the protection of 
goods in their store windows, 
might give that a serious 
thought :

Harbor Defense 


Is Out of Date 
Says Official 


(By Universal Service) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.-- Har- 
bor defense fortifications of the 
United States, constructed before 
the world war, are now “obsolete” 
Major General H. Taylor, chief of 
engineers, pointed out in his an- 
nual report to the Secretary ot 
War today. 

Against an invasion from the air 
or an attack by naval armament, 
with its incresed power and range, 
our coast defense forts of the war 
period would be helpless, the re- 
port shows. 

General Taylor sounds this warn- 
ing note:, 

“In preparing the defense of our 
coast ‘line, the protection of our 
harbors, great cities and naval 
establishments from bombardment 
from the sea and is of: prime 
importance. 

“It is also essential to provide 
safe anchorages and debouchments 
for our fleet and commercial ship- 
ping and to protect inland and 
coastwise navigation from interfer- 
ence and destruction, This protec- 


tion is the function of our harbor’ 


defense fortifications. 

“If these defenses are to be 
effective, the power, range and 
number of guns, as well as the 
anti-airchaft defense of these forti- 
fications, must keep pace with the 
‘development of the naval armam- 
ent and aircraft: which can be 
brought ‘against them.” 4 

General Taylor states that en- 
gineer citizens’ military training 
camps were held in eight crops 
areas. He recommends, however, 
that these camps be abandoned, de- 
claring that the qualifications of 
the great majority of men and 
boys drawn to these camps are not

It was a completely non- 
combatant place, where the victims were all old men, 
women and children. : He tells a harrowing tale of 
the dreadful scenes’ in such towns, with little children 
wandering through the ruins of their homes looking
